Boston, May 2.—Refusal

Roosevelt to re­ 
nounce his claim in favor of President J 
Taft to the delegation at-large of eight; 
members has added to the complica-, 
tions in the first presidential prefer- 1 
once primary held in Massachusetts. 
The returns showed that eighteen 
delegates had been instructed to vote 
for tne renomination of President 
Taft, while an equal number were 
chosen on the Roosevelt ticket. 
All the Taft delegates were district 
delegates, 
while 
those 
of 
Colonel 
Roosevelt were ten from the districts 
aud the eight delegates at-large. 
De- j 
spite the fact that the eight delegates- 
at large 
were 
elected 
tor Colonel 
Roosevelt, the state gave President 
Taft a plurality of 3605, and this, ac­ 
cording to the Roosevelt statement, 
prompted him to renoume his claim 
to them. 
The Republican voters by 
the plurality of 3005 plainly expressed 
their preference tor President Taft, 
but through the intricacy of the ballot 
tailed to record this preference for 
him in the delegatee at-large. 
The statement of Colonel Roosevelt, 
renouncing his claim to the delegates- 
at large, as received by ea< h of the 
eight, follows: 
“In Massachusetts the ballot con­ 
tained the names of eight candidates 
for delegates at-large, with printed un­ 
der each the words pledged to vote 
for Theodore Roosevelt,' and also con­ 
tained a column in which the voter 
was to express his preference as to 
whether I or Mr. Taft should be nomi­ 
nated as president. 
“It would seem unlikely that a ma­ 
jority of the voters would both vote 
for the delegates pledged to me and at 
the same time express a preference 
for Mr. Taft, but apparently this is 
what has happened. Such beiug the 
(ase, and on the assumption that the 
preierential vote is for Mr. Taft, I 
hereby announce that I shall expect 
these delegates-at-large to disregard 
the pledge to support me. and support 
Mr. Taft; and if any one of them hesi­ 
tates so to do I shall 
immediately 
write him and urge him with all the 
emphasis and insistence in my power 
to take the course indicated and sup- | 
port Mr. Taft in the convention 
“In this fight I am standing for cer- I 
tain great principles, which I regard 
as vital to the present and future wel­ 
fare of this nation My success is of 
value only as an incident to securing 
the triumph of these principles. Fore­ 
most amongst these principles is the 
right of the people to rule and the 
duty of their representatives really to 
represent them, in nominating con­ 
ventions no less than in executive or 
legislative officers 
If the majority of

In Mexico.

Washington. May 2. — President 
Taft's long-expeced message ou Mag­ 
dalena bay, which wan sent to the 
senate, contains nothing that will dis­ 
turb our present 
friendly relations 
with Japan. 
In fact, the announcement is mads 
In the message that the Japanese gov­ 
ernment, through its ambassador at 
Washington, has communic ated to the 
state department a categorical denial 
of the rumored purchase of land on 
Magdalena bay by the Japanese gov­ 
ernment or by a Japanese company. 
The Japanese 
government declared 
further that It had never directly or 
Indirectly attempted or contemplated 
thea equisition of any land on Magda­ 
lena bay for any purpose. 
The reading of th© message In the 
senate stirred up a spirited debate on 
the Monroe doctrine. Senator Ixxlge, 
who introduced the resolution calling 
on the state department for informa 
tlon In regard to the Magdalena bay 
rumors, declared that It Is time for 
some definite announcement In regard 
to the policy of the United Sta’ee on 
the subject of foreign colonization In 
this hemisphere 
The resolution is likely to keep the 
agitation in regard to Magdalena bay 
alive for some time, and It may lead 
to an expression of opinion by th* 
senate which will be questioned by 
European nations who object to any 
enlargement of the scope of the Mon­ 
roe doctrine. 
Senator Ixwlge showed by his re­ 
marks that notwithstanding the presi­ 
dent's message he is still suspicious 
that Japan has designs on Magdalena 
bac as a naval station. He intimated 
that the Japanese who already have a 
fishing concession there are more in 
terested now in obtaining maps of the 
coast than they are drawing nets. 
Senator Rayner inqnlred what right 
th e United States government had to 
Interfere with foreign colonization or 
Industrial development In Mexico. 
Senator Rayner declared that even 
under the Monroe doctrine there wa* 
nothing in letter or spirit that pre­ 
vented a citizen of a foreign country 
from acquiring land In Mexico. 
The 
senator from Maryland then announc­ 
ed that he intended to offer a reaolu- 
tion to declare our national policy In 
such matters. He declared the notion 
that Japan wanted to dominate the 
Pacific w as nonsense. 
The debate on the 
matter 
wae 
brought to a close by Senator Cullom 
moving that it be referred to the for­ 
eign relations committee, which was 
c arried.

BETTER HOUSING CALLEO FOR 


Com m unity Can 
Not 
Be 
Made At. 
tractive W ithout the Co-operation 
of the Builder. 


“The housing problem Is one of the 
, moat important aspects of home de 
j velopment and good homes are the 
I keystone of the whole social arch.” 
I writes Edward T. Hartman, secretary 
I of the Massachusetts Civic league, in 
i the annual report of that organization. 
I Mr. Hartman discusses the housing 
problem in towns, and says in part: 
“I want particularly 
to 
mention 
three aspects of the housing problem; 
the aesthetic, the social and the eco­ 
nomic. 
For many years we have had 
in 
Massachusetts 
a 
succession 
of 
short-lived organizations developed to 
Improve the appearance 
of 
towns. 
They have In the main died because 
their aim 
was 
superficial. 
Reality 
cannot easily be engrafted upon rot­ 
tenness. 
People are beginning to see 
that in a town In which every house 
Is of good design and In which main­ 
tenance work is carefully looked aft­ 
er, there are those elements of art 
which when combined make for 
a 
beautiful community 
"The social aspects of the housing 
problem are enough, ft seems to me. 
to cause every one of us to re-estl- 
mate the values of the items covered 
in our efforts for social advance. 
Rad 
homes are renponsible for a large per­ 
centage of the immorality which the 
churches are trying to cure; they are 
responsible for a large part of the 
sickness the hospitals, 
dispensaries 
and nurses are trying to cure, and di­ 
rectly or through immorality or sick­ 
ness they are responsible for much of 
the poverty the charities are trying to 
cure. 
"The economic aspects of the hous­ 
ing problem are serious. 
Towns get, 
as a rule, that for which they bid. 
That is. lf 
force 
of 
circumstances 
brings a large number of people to a 
town. the quality of these people will 
depend In large measure on the kind 
of homes which are offered them 
If 
the people have to content themselves 
with the abandoned 
dwellings, 
out­ 
buildings and similar Inferior homes, 
they will he of an Inferior type of peo 
pie, 
because 
self-respecting 
people 
will not live In such homes 
“Rut when the people coming Into 
a town are offered attractive homes 
on well planned streets self respect­ 
ing people will come, they 
will 
In­ 
crease the taxable value of the town, 
they will pay their way through the 
schools, the streets 
and 
elsewhere, 
and they will decrease the per cap­ 
ita demand for all the remedial insti­ 
tutions. 
“It Is not enough to develop good 
homes 
They must be maintained In 
a good condition. 
There Is therefore 
a call for an acMve local healthy au­ 
thority 
To meet Its conditions and 
needs every town must have a good 
law, 
the 
efficient 
enforcement 
of 
which will give the town 
what 
it 
needs In the way of houses, and It 
must have an active board of health 
that will see that houses are always 
kept clean and sanitary.”
